LONDON, July 31.—The men of En- 
gland, having been urged to go on 
the water wagon for the remainder 
of the war, the women of England 
are to be asked to sign a pledge 
against the use of luxuries, the sug- 
gestion coming from the Parliamen- 
tary War Savings Committee.

SUBMARINE SHELLS. 


AND SINKS. BIG 
BRITISH FREIGHTER 


One American of Crew Killed 
When Iberian Tries to 
Get Away. 


THREE OTHERS LOSE LIVES 


Sixty-One of Crew Saved—Ves- 
sel Had Carried War Supplies 
From America. 


WASHINGTON, July 31—Only one 
American, a muleteer named Whyley, 
was killed when the British ship Iberian 
was shelled and sunk by a German 
submarine. American Consul Frost, at 
Queenstown, reported today that the 
Iberian disregarded the submarine’s 
warning to stop. Later the German com- 
mander gave the crew time to take to 
the boats before firing a torpedo. Whyley 
died of shock and ‘wounds from shells. 

Consul Frost’s report said: “Steam- 
er Iberian submarined. Whyley, 
American muleteer, killed. Ship sur- 
geon of the Iberian, an American 
citizen, states that submarine did not 
shell Iberian until the latter disre- 
garded signal, Gave time to take 
boats. Whyley died from shock and 
superficial wounds. No other Ameri- 
cans injured.” 


LONDON, July 31.—The Leyland liner 
Iberian has been sunk by a German sub- 
marine. Five members of the crew were 
killed, two died aboard a rescue boat, 
and 61 were landed safely. 

The casualties on board the Iberian 
were caused by shell fire. The sub- 
marine then torpedoed the Leyland liner 
and the vessel went to the bottom. 

The ship was attacked off the south 
coast of Ireland Friday. She was bound 
from Liverpool for Boston. 

The Iberian, 5223 tons gross, sailed 
from Boston July 7, for Manchester, 
where she arrived July 2. She was 437 
feet long, with a beam of 48 feet, and 
was built at Sunderland in 1900. 

On her arrival] at Boston from Man- 
chester and Liverpool, July 2, members 
of the Iberian’s crew told of being 
chased by a German submarine when 
only a few miles from the mouth of the 
Mersey. Capt. Jago maneuvered his 
ship out of danger, however. 

The Iberian has been used for several 


supplies between the United States and 
England. 

The Norwegian steamship Trondh- 
jemsfjord was torpedoed and sunk yes- 
terday by a German submarine. The 
Belgian steamer Prince also was sunk 
by striking a mine. The crew of both 
vessels were saved.

Danish Crew Testifies Steamer Was 
Sunk by German Torpedo Boat. 


LONDON, July 31.—A Copenhagen 
dispatch. to the London Post says: 

“The crew of the steamer Nogill tes- 
tified before the Maritime Court that 
the steamer was sunk by a German 
torpedo boat and not by a submarine. 
The trpedo boat was one of a flotilla of 
eight ships of a new type, 327 feet long 
and mounting four 8.5-centimeter guns. 
The Nogill’s sailors said they were told 
by the German crew that they were re- 
turning from a i10-days’ cruise in the 
North Sea, and that they had no fear 
of an enemy’s fleet because of their 
speed and unusually heavy armament.” 
The Danish steamer Nogill, bound 
from Gothenburg, Sweden, for the Riv- 
er Tyne, laden with railroad ties, was 
reported July 27 to have been sunk in 
the North Sea by a German submarine. 
The crew of the steamer was landed 
at Wilhelmshaven. 


Nationality of Most of the Horsemen 
and Hostlers in Doubt. 
BOSTON, July $1.—About eighty horse- 
men and hostlers, many of them from 
Boston and vicinity. sailed on the Iber- 
jan when she left Boston for Manchester 
and Liverpool on July 7. The steamer 
carried 600 horses and a general cargo, 
but, according to advices received at 
the Boston office, was bringing back 
only a small consignment of bales goods. 
It was not known here how many of the 
horsemen were returning to this coun- 

try with the vessel. 

Of the men shipped here some were 
American citizens, but the nationality 
of the greater number is in doubt. 

The name Whyley does not appear 
in the list of horse traders who sailed 
from Boston on the Iberian, as given 
out at the Leyland Line offices here. 
The nearest approach to Whyley is 
Mark I. Wiley, who booked in the 
capacity of assistant foreman of the 
horsemen.

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“POLICE STRIKE 
WHEN ASKED 10 
USE SEMAPHORE 


But Talbert Will Make Another 
Effort to Install Mechanical 
Traffic Signals. 


Director of Streets Talbert is going 
to try again to convince policemen that 
it is not beneath their dignity to oper- 
ate a semaphore, with red and green 
lights, for the guidance of traffic. Up 
to now the policemen have taken the 
position that if semaphores are to be 
operated the thing to do is to put 
switchmen on the job. 

When a semaphore was placed last 
winter at Twelfth and Locust. streets, 
the policemen who were put in charge 
of it struck. They were willing to stand 
in the middle of the street and wave 
their arms this way and that, because 
there was something authoritative about 
that, but they were rot willing to stand 
there and turn a handle that controiled 
red and green discs by day and red and 
green lights by night. 

In spite sof the disapproval of the 
;olicemen, Director, Talbert still thinks 
the semaphore is a good thing. He is 
going to ask President McPheeters of 
the Police Board to approve the placing 
of one at King’s highway and Delmar 
boulevard. 

In New York, the traffic police have 
recently adopted the Talbert method of 
semaphore signals, where the traffic 
is heaviest, and the plan there has been 
pronounced successful. 

Director Talbert is confident the police 
will approve the semaphore signal if it 
is given a thorough trial. He said it 
will work to better advantage at the 
King’s highway-Delmar crossing than 
at Twelfth and Locust streets, as most 
traffic at the latter point turns into or 
cut of Locust street, instead of pursu- 
ing a straight-ahead course. In mak- 
ing a right angle turn, a driver is more 
iikely to become confused by a sema- 
phore, as both the open and closed sig- 
nals are faced in making the turn.

Russian Press Feels Allies Should Have Helped.

With events shaped as they now are, it is realized here that Russia has 
lost the initiative for the remainder of the summer, which will enable the 
Central Powers to strike hard at either France, Belgium, Servia or Italy.

Austrian Cavalry Entered Lublin Friday. 

VIENNA, via London, July 31.—Austrian cavalry entered Lublia

By the occupation of Lublin, 95 miles southeast of Warsaw, the Aus 
trians have cut the Russian all-important means of communication con- 
necting the whole southern Russian front between the Vistula and the 
Bug Rivers.

The statement made by the Secretary 
followed a demand by Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Barratt O’Haera, acting Governor 
of Iilinois, that the Federal inquiry be 
widened ‘‘to cover every activity of the 
United States steamboat service during 
the last 15 years.” : 
‘Albert L. Thurman, solicitor of the 
Department of Commerce, replied to the 
acting Governor's request in a heated 
speech in which h said: “It cannot be 
done; it is impossible—this request of 
the Lieutenant-Governor. The statutes 
does not allow it.’ 
Conference Is Planned. 

At the close of the morning session, 
Secretary Redficld adjourned the in- 
quiry until 10 o’clock Monday morning 
and said that tefore that time a meeting 
would be held as Lieutenant-Governor 
O'Hara had suggested, to consider ways 
and means for widening. the investiga- 
tion. 
After detailing the manner in which 
he became connected with the inquiry 
as a membor of the civilian advisory 
cemmittee and stating that he was act- 
ing as a representative of the labor 
interests at Secretary Redfield’s re- 
quest, Lieutenant-Governor O’Hara said:

partment this afternoon. 

The evidence on which the State De- 
partment’s complaint was made to the 
German Foreigyg Office is based on the 
testimony of two German spies, ar- 
rested in London, who confessed that 
they had received the passports from 
agents of the German secret service. 

It is the belief of the State Depart- 
ment that Germany will contend that 
these men made these aggertions in hope 
of saving their lives and that the Ger- 
man Government cannot be held re- 
sponsible for thelr statements. 

Officials today called attention to 
the fact that it is against the policy 
of a government to support its spies 
when they are caught in acts which 
are in any wise calculated to make 
trouble with friendly countries. Nev- 
ertheless, officials of the State De- 
partment believe that agents of the 
German Government have been mak~ 
ing improper use of American pags- 
ports. 

Consul-General Skinner at London to- 
day notified the State Department of 
a new British regulation requiring mas- 
‘ters and sailors on neutral ships vis- 
iting British ports to be provided with 
passports or identification papers, and 
to present such papers for registry 
if remaining more than 2 hours in 
British waters. Until the order is in 
full force temporary landing permits 
will be issued.

London Papers Admit Defeat of 
Russian Army Is Serious 
for Allies. 


LONDON, Juiy 31.—The London morn- 
ing papers generally devote their leading 


editorial space to the ‘Warsaw crisis, 
expressing British sympathy for the 
Russian vecple and the hope that Grand 
Duke Nicholas, commander in chief of 
the Russien forces, will be able to ex- 
tricate hig armies successfully. At the 
samé time there is a general inclination 
on the part of the papers to ask what 
the effect of the German achievement 
in the east will have on the western 
line. Many of the papers call attention 
to a Petrograd dispatch which quotes 
Col. Shumsky, military critic pf the 
Bourse Gazette, as follows: 

“For the.English and French a oriti- 
cai junctuge is approaching when the 
Germans, ; hurling themselves with 
freshly assembled masses on France. 
will force a decisive battle which will 
séitle the issue of the campaign on thé 
French front and at the same rtimep 
prohably the issue of the whole war.” 

Kaew Werst in Few Days. 

A characteristic editorial is that in 
the Daily Telegraph, which says in part: 

“The whole heart of this nation goes 
out in sympathy and gratitude to Rus- 
sia, whose armies have withstood for 
three months the most gigantic efforts 
of an army overwhelmingly superior in 
numbers and equipmen:. German &trat- 
egy achieves a striking success as the 
result of plans conceived on a gigantic 
scale and carried out with supreme 
determination at the price of incal- 
culable losges. It remains uncertain to 
what extent the latest developments of 
the German plan, espcitily in the north, 
may have interfered w:th he Russian 
dizpositions, tut in a fev days we shall 
know the worst and the best.’’ 

The military correspendent of the 
Times, discussing the ypossibillities. of 
disaster to the Russian armies in re- 
tirement, says that ‘i: will be a diffi- 
cult retirement.’’ 

“The security of the whole line,’”’ con- 
tinues the Times correspondent, ‘‘de- 
pends upon whether Gen. von Buelow 
can be prevented from forcing a pas- 
sage of the Sventa River (Kovno Prov- 
ince), on its 40-mile front, and march- 
ing on Vilna, and whether, at the same 
time, his cavairy masses can be pre- 
vented from cutting up the communi- 
cations rther afield. The natural 
course would be for Grand Duke Nich- 
olasto reinforce his fifth army from, 
reserves at Brest-Litovsk, and end the 
Northern menace. If he does not, Gen 
von Buelow will throw a ring around 
Kovno, clear the east bank of the Nie- 
men, pass the Tenth German Army 
Corps across and establish himself at 
Vilna and astride the Russian commu- 
nications. 

Retirement Will Be Difficult, 

“There is a fair chance that the re- 
tirement may be successfully carrie1 
out, but the moment it begins all Ger- 
man armies will throw themselves upon 
the Russian rear guards like packs of 
wolves. 

“From Warsaw to Brest-Litovsk is 
120 miles, or 12 days’ march, and the 
arduous duty of the Russian staff will 
be to so order the retreat that no de- 
tachments may be cut off.’’ 

Discusaing the probability of a re- 
tirement of the Russian army from 
Warsaw the London syatee Says eai- 
torlally today: 

“The Russian wings must hold on un- 
til the center from Serock, Novogeorg- 
ievsk and Warsaw comes abreast of 
them, and unlegs the Niemen and Bobr 
front hold firm there will be trouble. 

“An interesting poirt is whether the 
fortresses of Novogeorgievsk, Warsaw 
and Ivangorod will be retained or evac- 
uated. Railways Germany needs ‘or a 
further advance pass through these 
fortresses, but if Russian garrisons are 
left they may absorb 100,00 men who 
may never be seen again.” 


Warsaw Important te England. 

The Chronicle believes Germany i'l 
be content to allow the Russians to re- 
tire to a new line’ meanwhile occupying 
themselves with fortifying their newly 
‘captured pogitions.

‘that the Germans will not try to break 
through the new Russian i!nes which 
gives them in turn a short and easy line 
to defend.

Before autumn one of the three is likely 
to be hammered hard and signs point to 
Serbia or Italy as the first to be at- 
tacked.” 

“Warsaw touches us in England very 
nearly ard sharply,” says the Mail, in 
an editorial. “We shall feel the loss of 
the city even more than the Russians 
who have limitless space in which to 
retreat. We hope authoritative means 
will be taken to inform the Russian 
Duma at its sitting tomorrow that Great 
Britain stands firm with Russia in this 
struggie."’

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END OF YEAR OF WAR, SAYS 
BERLIN MILITARY EXPERT 


Maj. Moraht of the Tageblatt, in Review of Oper- 
ations of First 12 Months, Sees Improved 
Prospects of Austro-German Victory. 


“BERLIN, July 31.—Maj. Ernest Mo- 
raht, the military correspondent of the 
Berliner Tageblatt, reviewing the 12 
months of’ the war, for the Associated 
Press, says: 

“A year ago a coalition with a power- 
ful numerical superiority decjared war 
on Austria-Hungary and Germany. The 
hostile countries have a tar larger pop- 
ulation than have the two central pow- 
ers and their combined armies originally 
outnumbered those of the latter. Ths 
central states, however, have known 
how to improve this difficult situation 
by alternately taking the offensive and 
defensive on the western and eastern 
fronts. 

“In the west the German armies in a 
rapid, triumphant advance, carried thei; 
standards within 50 miles of Paris, and 
have kept them flying there since mid- 
September. Even though the right and 
left wings of our wide-flung battle frout 
in France and Belgium have been bent 
back since then (because there was nv 
other method for the time being of 
counteracting the numerical superority 
of the British, French and Beigians), 
still we hold the positions, fortified dur- 
ing the nine months, firmly in our 
hands, so that almost all of Belgiur: 
and the Northeastern Departments of 
France have been occupied by the 
troops of Germany. 


Campaigns in the East. 

“In the East the Autro-German armies 
first held up the Russian millions on; 
the Galician frontiers, and then were 
forced to retire before a manifold nu- 
merical superiority, to intrench them- 
selves on the crest of the Carpathians 
and to beat back until May 1 the Rus- 
sian assaults with heavy losses. Mean- 
while Field Marshal von Hindenburf, 
in East Prussia,~was able to destrov 
several large Ssian armies, and free 
East Prussia; to occupy conjointly ‘with 
Austrian troops Poland almost to the 
Vistula River and in the northeast to 
carry the war into the Russian prov- 
inces. } 

“While the positions in the war in 
the West continue to and fro, and 
three great attempts made to break 
through our lines in the winter, spring 
and summer were repulsed with awful 
losses to our enemies, the German and 
Austro-Hungarian armies on May 1 
launched a great offensive against the 
Russian armies in Galicia. 

“In a series of battles and under 
constant pursuit, the Russians were 
hunted “out of 43,470 square miles of 
Galicia, the principal force was sev- 
ered at several places and they were 
driven eastward and northward. 

“The west bank of the Vistula in 
Poland has been cleared of Russian 
armies. The siege of Warsaw is about 
to begin, and Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg in the northward has pressed 
forward against Riga, and now has 
reached the vic'nity of the city, after 
numerous victories. The successes of 
the Germans have ,Cost the Russiar 
army many millions in dead, wounded 
and prisoners. “The Russian Empire 
possesses only/fragments of its mighty 
armies and no longer can supply these 
adequately with arms and munitions 
Their fate will be decided very shortly. 
The Russian forces will be destroyed 
or forced to flee deep into the interior 
to the eastward. 


In the Weat and the Dardaneties. 

“The battles in the West have cut 
s0 deeply into the French strength that 
now 18-year-old lads must bear arms. 
Great Britain’s original army has been 
destroyed and only enough substitutes 
can be raised to hold a 4-mile frotit 
in Belgium. The British losses, partic- 
ularly those of officers, have been very 
heavy. The army of 3,000,000 men which 
Lord Kitchener promised six montha 
ago has not yet appeared, and our op- 
ponents in the West never again will 
be able to raise superior forces to ex- 
pel the Germans from the country. 


“The action in the Dardanelles, which 
has been in progress for months 
against the Turks, shows results for 
the British and French only in great 
losses of men, ships and war supplies 
of all kinds. The Turkish army stead- 
ily is improving in numbers and qual- 
ity. The Turkish fortifications are 
quite as strong as they were at tha 
outset. The prospects of the attackers 
reaching Constantinople, therefore, 
have vanished, and since none of tac 
Balkan States are willing to enter the 
Anglo-French service and since the 
Russian army which should have par- 
ticipated from Odessa has been de- 
stroyed in Galicia, it is difficult to 
see any chances for France and Great 
Britain. 


Italy’s Part in the War. 


“Should Italy send an army to the 
Dardanelles, it will find a superior Turk- 
ish army ready to receive it. Italy, after 
conducting mobilization secretly for nine 
months entered the fleld against Austria- 
Ifungary at the end of May. An Italian 
army, 1000,000 men hc. has been at-| 


tempting for two months to sweep over 
the fortified Austrian passes and to 
crogs the Isonzo River, behind which the 
Austro-Hungarian defensive army occu- 
pies strong positions. All the attempts 
of the Italians up te the present have 
been unsuccessful. The cost of the at- 
tackers has been hundreds of thousands 
in dead and wounded. Austrie-Hungary 


its valiant struggle is a difficult one 
against Italian superiority in nymbers, 
it will be able to bar the way to the 
coastiand and to Trieste and Tyrol. 

‘Meanwhile Italy has lost her entire 
colony at Tripoli te the Arabs and ap- 
parently is about to declare war on Tur- 
key. 

“The Servian Army, after great louses 
in the winter, has undertaken no mili- 
tary operations, being content to guard 
the frontiers of ite country on which 
there no longer is an Austro-Hungarian 
army. 

Balkans and Greece. 

| “The other Bajkan states are about to 
decide which side they shall take in the 
war. Since Rusgia’s forces have been 
driven back badly beaten and u« 
German and Austro-Hungarian army 
has been arrayed near the frontier of 
Rumania, Bulgaria bas come to an un- 
derstanding with Turkey, and Greece 
remains the opponent of Italy, and an 
increase in the number of our enemies 
under control of the Entente allies no 
longer is to be anticipated by Austria- 
Hungary. 

“The Germans have every reason, 
therefore, at the end of the first year 
of the war to consider their sacrifices 
in blood and treasure have been reward- 
ed. We are well prepared for a continu- 
ance of the war. Our nation still pos- 
sesses determination to conquer and to 
make the neecssary sacrifices. Our sup- 
plies of war material are assured by ef- 
ficient organizations. Our finances are 
far from exhausted and there is no lack 
of provisions. Our fleet, déspite a few 
losses among the cruisers, is ready to 
be thrown into the struggle at the prop. 
er moment and in full strength, and our 
submarines in all the seas are the dread 
of our enemies. Thus their offensive 
has changed to a defensive and the pros- 
pects of eventual victory for the Centrai 
Powers is materially increased.” 

Germany's Reserve Forces. 

In a recent article in the Tagebiatt 
Maj. Moraht said: 

“Germany has only just now trained 
and placed in service its 1915 levy, young 
men who reach their twentieth birthday 
in. this year. We possess an important 
reservoir of men fit for service in the 
untrained landstrum. As is well known 
so long as peace existed, we did not en- 
roll In the army many ten’ of thou- 
sands yearly, because there was no place 
for them. . But now, levies of 2 years, 
Inciting men fri ® to 4 years oid, 

1 furnish a great new army of usable 
men. In addition to this comes a mass 
of many hundreds of thousands of su- 
perfluous men—that is, those who be- 
cause of economic reasons, were not 
taken from their families for military 
service. 

“Finally 1,600,000 volunteers came for- 
ward at the very beginging and later 
more than 560,000 more. Austria-Hun- 
gary has already extended its landsturm 
law from the forty-second to the fif- 
tleth year and thus created eight fur- 
ther annual levies of men, capable of 
bearing arms. A high percentage of 
its agricultural population is fit for 
service and many tens of thousands 
have volunteered. The war against 
italy has caused almost the entire male 

lation of Tiroland and other Alpine

“In Turkey the number of men capa. 
ble of bearing arms is growing as a 
result of the revised defense law and 
the human material that streams in 
from the deserta of Asia and Africa is 
not yet exhausted.’’ 

Sanitation Contrasts. 

Great was the expert's praise of the 
superior sanitary service of the German 
armies. He drew a distheasing picture 
of inadequate facilities in the allied 
camps, especially British and Russian, 
and said: “Now for the other side. The 
Germaa ministry has just given out « 
table in which is stated just how y 
m.mbers of the army in all the home 
war hospitals of Germany were restored 
to duty, how many died and how many 
were temporarily furloughed. Accord- 
ing to this table at the beginning of the 
war 8.8 per cent of all wounded werv 
eventually able to return to the front 
and only 3 per cent died; 12.2 per cent 
were furloughed as temporarily or per- 
manently unfit. In the course of the 
war thesc favorabie figures have become 
even more favorable, so that in April, 
1916, 91.2 per cent became fit for duty, 
only 1.4 per cent died and 7.4 per cent 
were listed as unfit for duty or ab tem- 
vorarily unfit.”

The Hargadine-McKittrick Co. was 
wrecked as the result of its acquisition 
and cperation of the Williatm Barr Dry 
Goods Co. for several years and the 
promotion ani erection of the 21-sory 
Railway Exchange Building. 

In his answer McKittrick denies that 
he ever personally undertood to plan or 
erect the Railway Exchange Building in 
his cwn behalf, but that in everything 
he diggin the’ acquisition of ground 
leases "and the construction of the build- 
ing—he was acting in behalf and for the 
benefit of the Hargadine-McKittrick 
company. He denied that any of the 
money of the MHargadine-McKittrick 
company was used to the payment of 
his own obligations, or that he or any 
other officer or director of the company 
ever made one dollar of persona! profit 
out of the acquisition of the leases and 
the construction of the building. 

Conceived Building Plan. 

He admits that he conceived’the plan 
of the Railway Exchange Building and 
aided in its construction, and that every- 
thing he did was with the full sanction 
of the directors of the dry goods com- 
pany, and for the benefit of that cor- 
poration. The corporation, in conferring 
powers upon him, was acting within 
its charter rights, he asserts. 

He denied further that any of the 
property of the Hargadine-McKittrick 
Co. was ever illegally held from the 
stockholders. He asserted that he used 
his personal credit for the 
the company, and that he and several 
other officials sacrificed their entire pri- 
vate fortunes in their efforts to preserve 
its assets and make money for the 
stockholders. 

McKittrick denied taking any commis- 
sions or profits of any kind in connec- 
tion with the erection of the building, 
and stated that the only moneys he 
ever received from the Hargadine-Mc- 
Kittrick Co. for any purpose was for 
his salaryias president of the company 
—his salary being $13,500 a year—and for 
dividends on his stock. He never re- 
ceived any salary, commissions or other 
profits from the Railway Exchange 
Building Co., the Wildjam Barr Dry 
Goods Co., or the Railway Exchange 
Building syndicate, he dsserts. He never 
at any time refused to tell the stock- 
holders of the dry goods company what 
hecame of the assets, he states, and 
none of the assets were wasted, 

’ Credit Refused to Company. 

The answer states that the dry goods 
company, finding on March 15 that the 
vanks - would not extend it the 
credit necessary to continue  busi- 
ness, decided to liquidate. Dis- 
satisfied stockholders at that time 
threatened to suit for a receiver, it is 
stated, and had their petition prepared 
and signed. They, however, agreed at a 
meeting to the appointment of a liqui- 
dating committee, MeKittrick and the 
other members of his family holding 
offices in the company, resigning. E. C. 
Simmons, George M. Wright and Walker 
Hill were named as directors, to sugceed 
the three McKittricks, and the new 
hoard, March:22, appointed a liquidating 
comunittee comprised of Simmons, 
Wright and R. MoKittrick Jones. 

The answer states that the liquidating 
committee made an advantageous cash 
sale of the entire stock of goods, and 
some of the fixtures, to the Ely-Walker 
Dry Goods Co., this deal having been 
negotiated by McHittrick himself. The 
price obtained for the stock of goods 
was not stated. 

The answer recites that collections of 

the outstanding claims of the company 
have been made so that 85 per cent of 
the creditors’ claims, aggregating ap- 
rroximately $3,000,000, have been paid. 
The company still has outstanding bills 
receivable amounting to $800,000, which 
it is stated, are being collected by the 
Ely-Walker company. 
- The company owns the entire capital 
stock of the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing Co., having par value of $2,000,000: 
$250,000 of the first mortgage bonds of 
the Railway Exchange Building Co., 
and the stock of several factories. 

McKittrick asks the court, upon this 
showing to dismiss the suit filed by 
Byrne, so that the liquidating committee 
may proceed with its work of winding 
up the business of the company. The 
answer was filed by Attorneys Paniel 
G. Taylor and Jacob Chasnoff.

PEACE SUGGESTS NATIONS 
AT WAR EXCHANGE VIEWS

ROME, July 31.—an appeal for peace, 
Wwhigh is remarkable fur its eloquence, 
but contains no practical proposal as 
t how the war can te ended, is made 
by Pope Benedict in « letter published 
today in the Osservatore Romana, offi- 
cial organ of the Holy See. The letter 
is addressed to the Lelligerent: peoples 
and their rulers and.i¢ dated July 28, 
the anniversary of the declaration of 
war by Austria on Servia. 

In the Pope's entourage the impres- 
sion prevails that his letter practically 
amounts to an offer of mediation and 
a proffer of arbitratio:, which, pos- 
sibly, has been solicitel by subjects 
of his church in Austria and Germany. 
It is said in some quarters that the 
Pope is willing to assume the initiative, 
if aided and encouraged by the lovers 
of peace throughout the world. 

Would End “Horrible Slaughter.” 

After alluding to the rorrors of war 
und his efforts to’ letren them; the 
Fope, in his letter, warmly appeals for 
peace. He exhorts the fighting nations 
Yo end “the horrible slaughter which 
is dishonoring Europ.” 

Pope Benedict points our that violence 
ia the end accomplishes nothing, be- 
cuuge the complete destruction of na- 
tions is impogsible and that after na- 
tions have »een humiliated and op- 
rressed, thcy prepare for revenge, 
hatred being transmitted through gen- 
erations, 

Suggesting direct and indirect ex- 
changes of views with the object of 
examining the rights end aspirations 
of the contending nations, in the hope 
of arriving at a peaceful solution, the 
Pope asks the pezce advocates of the 
vorld to join with hirn and invoke God's 
intercession towards reconciliation. 

Sad Anniversary of Outbreak, 
The Pope declares fiat “‘it is our firm 

determination to devote ‘every activity 
to. a reconciliation of the people now en- 
gaged in this fractricidal struggle,’’ and 
continues: 

Today, the sad anniversary of the 
outbreak of this tremendous confla- 
gration, a more ardent plea arises 
from our heart for ‘a sudden cessa- 
tion of hostilities. The longer we cry 
for peace the more loudly may this 
cry reach the people of neutral coun- 
tries and their rulers, inducing them 
to higher counsels. 

Brotherly blood is being shed on 
land and sea. The most beautiful 
gardens of Europe, this garden of the 
world, are strewn with dead and 
ruins. Where once smiled factories 
and vineyards and fruitful field re 
now only the frightful guns ona: 
pouring forth their ruin and dea 

You are assuming before God and 
man tremendous responsibility. O, 
you warriors, heed our prayer. Hark 
to the paternal voice of the Eternal 
and Supreme Judge before whom all 
shall be called to account. 

Again the Pope declares: 

It must not be said that this con- 
flict cannot be settled without armed 
violence. Put away mutual desire 
for destruction and reflect that na- 
tions do not die; if humiliated and 
oppressed, they prepare to retaliate 
by transmitting from generation to 
generation hatred and a desire for 
revenge. 

Why should not a direct or an in- 
direct exchange of views be initiated 
in an endeavor, if possible, to ar- 
range aspiration so that all should 
be contented This is our cry for 
peace and we invite all friends of 
peace to unite with us in our desire 
to terminate this war and establish 
an empire of right, resolving hence- 
forth to solve differences, not by the 
sword but by equity and justice. * * * 

“Why Not Begin Now?” | 

Why not begin now to exchange 
views with the idea of ending the 
conflict? Blessed is he who will first 
raise the olive branch. 

The abundant wealth wherewith 
the Creator endowed these lands en- 
ables you to continue the war, but 
at what a price? Thousands of young 
lives are being snuffed out daily.

In sore quarters it is thought 
that evidently the Pope has some rea- 
eon to hope that his appeal will not fall 
on deaf ears, for it is thought to be 
inconceivable that his holiness would 
zppeal if he knew his efforts were 
uoomed to failure. 
- Pope Benedict merely proposes to 
bring the peace agencies of the bel- 
lbgerents into contact with each other, 
even if only indirectly, since he-is con- 
vinced that peace is possible if the 
first and greatest difficulty of initiating 
the negotiations ig overcome. 


Pope’s Plea Finds No Response in 
British Press, 


LONDON, July 31.—Pope Benedict's 
plea for the “arranging of aspira- 
tions” finds no response in the Brit- 
ish press, which rejects, as the West- 
minster Gazette puts it, the “impli- 
cation of the Pope that we all equally 
are involved in a fratrictdal struggle 
and that all in equal degree are r¢- 
sponsible for the origin and outcome 
of this strife.” 

“We had no choice in the matter 
in 1914,” the newspaper says, “and 
we have no choice in the matter 
now.” 

After citing examples of what it 
describes as the “terrorism and des- 
potism” perpetrated by Germany in 
the year of warfare, the Westminster 
Gazette says: “There is no conceiv- 


will meet our view short of an issue 
which will make a repetition of these 
events impossible in the future.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette, writing in a 
similar vein, while not questioning 
the Pope’s sincerity or impartiality, 
remarks: “But until victory definitely 
rests on the banner of our alliance, 
the Pope’s wish cannot be realized 
without the deepest wrong to the 
cause of right and liberty and peace 
itself.” 


Milan Papers Say Peace at Present Is 
Impossible. 

MILAN, Italy, July 31.—The entire 
press of this city, commenting on the 
Pope’s appeal to the belligerent coun- 
tries, says it shows the Pontiffs ar- 
dent desire to see the conflict ended. 

The Corriere Della Sera, however, 
remarks that any intervention in favor 
oy peace will find an insurmountable ob- 
stacle, namely, that the conflict cannot 
end except with a victory for the en- 
tente allies, the conflict being for them 
a defensive war inspired by pure idvals 
of liberty and justice. Thus, the con- 
demnation of the Pope, says the news- 
paper, strikes at those who for ambi- 
tions and desire for predominance un- 
chained war. 

The Secolo goes further, stating that 
peace now impossible because it 
would be advantageous only for Ger- 
many, occupying, as she does, Beigium, 
part of France and Russian Poland, 
while every day which passes wears out 
Germany’s forces, augments the re- 
sources of the allies and renders the 
intervention of the Balkan States more 
probable. The newspaper continues: 

“It is useless to speak of rights and 
just aspirations, as the Germans do 
not understand. They know only the 
arguments of force with which they 
must themselves be thrown back within 
their frontiers, reduced to impotence.”’

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| CONDITIONS OF ANNEXATION. 

The necessity of a constitutional amendment 
to provide for the enlargement of St. Louis bound- 
aries postpones any conclusion of the annexa- 
tion movement for several years, possibly until 
after the next census. , 

We repeat our conviction that while annex- 
ation of contiguous populated territory is inevi- 
table and would be advantageous now, the prime 
object of St. Louisans should be to create a grow- 
ing condition of St. Louls by improving facilities 
and conditions for industry and commerce. 

Sanitation, safety and transit requirements will 
compel the population on the border of St. Louis 
to seek annéxation. Sewerage conditions, which 
are bad now in all the populated suburban terri- 
tory, will steadily become worse. In many nearby 
districts there is no government and no public im- 
provements necessary to conserve health and safe- 
ty. Every addition to the population is a menace. 

It is desirable, if legally possible, that two pro- 
visions be incorporated in the constitutional 
amendment submitted to voters through the ini- 
tiative or the State Legislature: 

1. That suburban communities be permitted to 
join St. Louis separately instead of as parts of:a 
fixed large territory. Thus communities press- 
ingly in need of municipal management and 
services and desirous of being incorporated in St. 


|| Louis may be annexed. Others may follow when 


their conditions require apnexation. 

2. That communities may be admitted as bor- 
oughs with the privilege of local government in 
matters wholly local, but subject to St. Louis gov- 
ernment in matters of general and common inter- 
est. In this way towns like Webster Groves, 
Kirkwood and Ferguson may join St. Louis with- 


! out sacrificing local features their residents regard 
‘}as desirable. 


They might retain the power to 
eliminate or regulate saloons under a local option 
clause. 

An annexation amendment should be passed 
in such a form as to provide opportunity for con- 
tinued expansion by the acquirement of new ter- 
ritory wherever conditions impel the people to 
seek annexation.

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SAPETY IN SHIP BUILDING. 
In connection with the Eastland disaster, Sec- 
retary Redfield explains that the Federal steam- 
ship inspection servico has no power to pass on 
the construction of vessels. Obviously in this 
respect the United States laws are as faulty as 
the boat that turned turtle was unseaworthy. 
Here was a ship notoriously of faulty design, 
generally known for its crankiness, which the 
owners had tried to remedy, but had failed to 
correct. If the Federal inspectors found that the 
vessel] was sound, that she carried a full crew 
and the required life-saving equipment, apparent- 
ly there was nothing for them to do but issue the 
usual certificate. After these formalities, the 
Hastland capsized and hundreds of persons were 
drowned. 
After the burning of the Gen. Slocum at New 
York there was a spurt of activity in official cir- 
cles and a general overhauling of excursion boats 
in loeal waters. After the Titanic went down, 
Congress strengthened the laws governing life- 
saving equipment. The Eastland disaster has 
now claimed its hundreds of victims, half a dozen 
investigations are under way, and the public is 
informed by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
that any vessel, however defective in design, under 
the Federal laws, can be used for passenger traf- 
fic if it fulfills certain minor requirements, It 
may not be able to keep afloat even at its own 
pier, but {f its hull and boilers are safe and it 
carries enough life boats, United States law per- 
mits it to be used for excursion parties. 
Evidently we learn nothing about safety in 
water transportation and ship building except 
by the needless sacrifice of human life.

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PAY WHAT THE ALLEY I8 WORTH. 


The Board of Aldermen has very properly 
raised the question whether $2500 is a fair price 
for the public alley which the Mercantile Trust 
Co. proposes to buy from the City. 

The view shared by Alderman Schwartz and 
seme others that the city will be partly compen- 
sated by having a fine building erected on the 
alley, on which increased taxes will be paid can- 
not fairly be considered in estimating what the 
public ground is worth.

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‘‘SWAT THE FLY!’' 

The following letter from Assistant Health 
Commissioner Jordan emphasizes the Post-Dis- 
patch’s warning that a great deal more work must 
be done in the way of fly prevention before St. 
Louis can hope to be a “‘flyless” city. 

As the Health Commissioner points out, this is 
not a work that can be accomplished, in a short 
time, by any one department or individual. It fs 
a task that needs the co-operative effort of all 
the people, working on lines laid down by those 
who have studied the problem. Extermination is 
impossible without united effort and without go- 
ing to the source of the trouble, namely, the filthy 
alleys, stables, vacant lots, backyards and other 
breeding places of flies and vermin. 

The letter gives valuable suggestions and is 
backed up by the circulars which the Health De- 
partment has posted offering its services in this 
very necessary crusade: 

My attention has been called to your editorial, 
“Not Yet a Flyless City,” also to the letter of Mr. 


Charles McPherson, 3537 Arkansas avenue, also: 
entitled “Not Yet a FPlyless City.” 


this department at least is not claiming that St. 
Louis is flyless. There is no such thing, as yet, 
as a flyless city, and it is probable that it will 
be some years before such a condition exists any- 
where, if, indeed, we may be so sanguine as to 
hope that the fly will be at any time entirely de- 
stroyed. The fact remains that this department 
has devoted a gre&t deal of hard work along the 
line of the destruction of the fly, and we be- 
lieve that we have accomplished much in t..is di- 
rection. 

In this work we have received active co-opera- 
tien from very few people, the sentiment sceming 
to be that the Health Commissioner should be 
able, unaided, to eliminate the fly. No one per- 
son or any one department can accomplish this 
without the co-operation of our citizens, except- 
ing at such cost as would make such an effort 
prohibitive. This problem, like all sanitary prob- 
lems, is a question of the education of the public, 
and it is along this line that we have been work- 


ing. 

The large fly traps distributed about the promi- 

nent corners of the city are for the purpose of 
catching. all possible files in their vicinity, but 
primarily the intention was not so much to catch 
the flies as to catch the people, that is to keep 
the question of fly extermination before the peo- 
ple and to illustrate what can be done if citizens 
generally will join in this movement. It is ridicu- 
lous to suppose that a dozen fly traps about a 
city can catch all the files, and no remarkable in- 
road will be made on their numbers until citizens 
in genéral operate such traps in dnd about their 
premises. , " 
I am putting out an additional dozen of these 
large traps at this time, which will, of course, 
double the destruction of files by the traps that 
the city is operating, and will also create an ad- 
ditional dozen educational points. 

There is no question but what the fly work that 
has been done in this city has given exceedingly 
satisfactory results, but no one realizes more than 
I do the fact that this work its as yet in its in- 
fancy. We are going to keep working, however, 
and eventually we hope and believe that the hard 
work we have done in this matter will be repaid. 

Concerning the complaint of Mr, McPherson of a 
dairy next to his residence, I will say that two 
complaints have been made to this department 
about this dairy. One on June 10th, at which time 
the dairy was promptly visited and objectionable 
conditions ordered removed. The second time, 
the lady owning the property in which Mr. Me- 
Pherson is a tenant, called and made a complaint. 
Within a half hour the dairy inspector of this 
department visited the premises. When the com- 
munication of Mr. McPherson appeared in your 
paper I sent two dairy inspectors to the place. 

The dairy that is complained of has been es- 
tablished at its present location for perhaps 30 
or 40 years, has a right to occupy its premises as a 
dairy, and neither Mr. McPherson nor I can elimi- 
nate this dairy at this place. The dairy, however, 
must be conducted in a manner not to create a 
nuisance, and I have cited the owner of this 
dairy to appear, together with the complaining 
parties, in order to determine whether or not any- 
thing can be done to improve conditions at this 
place. The trouble is that a dairy in any closely 
ballt up neighborhood is objectionable, no matter 
how clean and@ well conducted it may be. Cows 
have an odor which attract flies. 

There is no way that this department can en- 
force the installation of fly traps in dairies. There 
is no ordinance compelling them to be installed, 
although most of the dairies in St, Louis are op- 
erating them as a matter of co-operation with 
this department. 

There i¢ no occasion, as Mr. McPherson sug- 
gests, for anybody to get behind the Health De- 
partment and prod them along in order to have 
the department perform its duty. I wish to go on 
recoré at this time as stating that no complaint 
coming into this department is neglected for & 
day, and I challenge anyone to show that this is 
not true, I do not mean by this that a condition. 
complained of is rectified in a day. Sometimes & 
long period of time is necessary to enforce sani- 
tary regulations and rarely there are conditions 
that cannot be enforced at the time, but I wish 
to say that every complaint recetves prompt at- 
tention.

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| The Things to Do 
if a Mad Dog 
Bites You 


DOG that has rabies or is “mad’’ 
A shows distinct rabies symptoms 

and runs in a straight line, snap- 
ping at everything in its path, and it 
has a rope-like froth hanging from its 
jaws. If a dog showing such . signs 
bites you, send for a doctor and kill 
the dog immediately. The important 
fact to ascertain is whether or not the 
dog is mad. The head should be cut 
from the body, as the germ of rabies is 
conveyed to the person from the dog's 
teeth. The presence of the germ is de- 
termined by the examination of the 
dog’s brain under the microscope. 


As rabies has a !ong incubation pe- 
riod before the disease develops, this 
may often he prevented by the tnocu- 
lation of the person with doses of rabies 
antitoxin. 

This is obtained from the spinal cord 
of rabbits which have died after inocu- 
lation with rabies, and it makes the 
body immune and the dreaded disease 
seldom develops. However,’ if deferred 
or rot given faithfully, the tissues are 
not made immune and the attacks are 
oftener than not fatal. 


The bite of a dog is a punctured 
wound and liable to be quite deep. As 
punctured wounds do not bleed freely, 
the germ, if allowed to remain, is lit 
erally sealed in the body. A _ freely 
tleeding wound helps to cleanse itself, 
as the infection or germ may be washed 
out by the freely flowing blood. Far 
that reason eurgeons always enlarge 
punctured wound, and dog bites after 
their enlargement -re oftener than not 
cauterized, though they may be cleaned 
by strong antiseptic dressing as a safe 
guard against the entrance of other 
germs.

Mre. Elizabeth Kenis0y Martin, 4 
years old, the wife of James H. Mar- 
tin, an attorney. Mrs. Martin was 
hacked to death with a hatc het in her 
home here at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

The excitement seemed to have died 
down this afternoon, and the prisoner 
probably will be brought back here from 
Harrisburg late today. 

Fellowing the discovery of her body 
Deberry, a house servent. whose parole 
recently from the Stute Reformatory 
Mrs. Martin had been instrumental in 
getting, was arrested. later, when a 
mob of 500 men was forming near the 
jail, the Sheriff took the rrisoner away 
in an automobile. 

Sister Discovers Body. 

Mrs. Martin’s body wa3 discovered ‘on 
the second floor of her home by her 
sister, Mrs. Amelia K. Smith, and 
daughter, Mrs. Fred M. Rolens, who 
said that when they «appeared at the 
Martin home Deberry was greatly ex- 


‘cited and did not have oo a shirt. Mrs. 


Martin was unconscious ond died a few 
minutes later. 

There was evidence in the room of a 
Mrs. Martin's skull 
-had been crushed. Botn forearms had 
deen broken and were lacerated. One 
hand had been split through the palm. 
A middle finger of the left hand had 
been severed. Mre. Martin evidently 
had been lying on a lounge in her room 
when he assailant entered. She had 
rushed into avother room, where furni- 
ture was overturned in her struggle with 
the intruder. 

Officers found Deberry’s shirt in his 
room, bearing, they said, stains thi 
looked like blood, A handax with red 


_ gtains on the handle, was found in the 


yard of the Martin home. | Attempts 
had been made to remove these stains. 

Before Deberry was placed in jail he 
denied knowledge of the murder, and 
stil maintains that he is innocent. News 
of the murder and subsequent flight of 
officers with the prisoner spread by 
telephone to neighboring towns.

a 


NLESS all signs fail, St. Louis is 
J facing a period of unusual busi- 

ness activity ani prosperity. Im- 
proved trade sentiment has been crys- 
talizing for several months past, and 
now has reached a point where confi- 
dence in the outlook is such that all 
lines of industry should shortly re- 
flect the impetus of the forward move- 
ment. 

That any prosperity which may come 
will be of the lasting sort, and based on 
sound fundamentals, may easily be dem- 
onstrated by a survey of the crop out- 
look. Situated as the city is, so that ft 
draws trade from the cotton belt of the 
South, the wheat belt of the Central 
West and Southwest, and the heart of 
the corn and oats belt, she is, indeed, 
fortunate this year, for the cornucopia 
of golden grain is about to run over on 
the farms. Never in the history of the 
country have the crops been more boun- 
tiful, and prosperity on the farms inva- 
ribly means industrial activity in the 
cities. 

Wheat Crop is a Record. 

The winter wheat crop promises a 
vield of 668,006,000 bushels, a record to- 
tal with the exception of last year.. The 
spring wheat harvest faces 25,000,000 
bushels, compared with 206,027,000 bush- 
els the year before, and the grand total 
of both crops indicates the record pro- 
duction of 963,000,000 bushels, which ex- 
ceeds last year’s record crop by 72,000,- 
000 bushels, and with favorable weather 
this year’s harvest may cross the bil- 
lion-bushel mark. 

In corn as in wheat the horn of plenty 
is full. The crop promise is for 2,814,- 
000,000 bushels, against 2,672,804,000 bush- 
els last year. In oats the harvest fig- 
ures 1,399,000,000 bushels, against 1,141,- 
000,000 bushels last year; barely 208,000,- 
000 bushels, against 197,000,000 bushels; 
potatoes, 393,000,000 bushels, against 450,- 
021,000 bushels: flax, 16,000,000 bushels, 
against 15,550,000 bushels; rice, 30,000,000 
bushels, against 23,649,000 bushels, and 
tobacco, which forms a large percentage 
of St. Louis’ trade, 1,105,000,000 pounds, 
compared with 1,084,679,000 pounds. Last 
year there were reaped in, wheat, corn 
and oats 190,000,000 acres; this year there 
were 209,000,000 acres under the same 
crops. , , 

' Turning to the South it is observed 
that while the cotton crop acreage for 
this season was lowered by 6,871,000 
acres that the plant is making excellent 
and while admitting that the 
yield will be under the 16,000,000-bale crop 
of last year, nevertheless a large crop

is indicated, and’ the reduction in acre- 


ing more of their acreage for planting 
grain, which has assured the South the 
heaviest grain harvest in its history. 
Once the money value of thesé enorm- 
ous crops enters the channels of trade 
and industry, business should leap for- 
ward at an amazing pace. 
War Orders Are Large. 

For months past local industries have 
felt the stimulating influence of enor- 
mous purchases of supplies for the war- 
ring nations of Europe and these orders 
have given a fairly healthy tone to 
trade. Record-breaking contracts for 
horses and mules have been placed at 
the National Stock Yards, East St. 
Louis, while shipments of shoes, grain, 
flour, clothing and tobacco have been 
heavy. These purchases will continue 
until the war is over and with the in- 
creased buying which must follow the 
marketing of the crops can mean only 
prosperity. 

Already trade is feeling the quicken- 
ing influences of the good crop out- 
look and growing confidence in busi- 
ness circles. Contracts for -consruc- 
tions for new industrial plants are 
being let more freely; 2 better tone is 
showing in the lumber markets; cop- 
per, lead, spelter and all products of 
the mines are showing increased de- 
niands from domestic and trade sources. 

In line with tmpreved conditions in 
the metal trades is the growing demand 
for steel and iron products in this 
country. This is reflected tn the recent 
statement of the United States Steel 
Corporation, which for the last quarter 
showed total earnings of $27,457,809, 
against only $12,457,808 for the. preceding 
quarter. After the payment of the pre- 
ferred dividends the company showed a 
surplus of $8,267,861, compared with a 
deficit of $5,389,861 for the first quarter 
of the year. : 

Investment Conditions Sound. 

That investment conditions in the 
city are sound is testified to in the July 
interest and dividend disbursements, 
which broke all records totaling $5,353, - 
723, according to estimates made by in- 
vestment and banking firms. The total 
showed beyend the question of.a doubt 
that the city is showing steady progress 
ir. the way of business prosperity and 
as a financial center. The dividends’ 
contrasted with $4,912,069 raid in Jan 15, 
or an increase for. the six months’ 
period of $441,120.

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HOLMAN DAY’s STORIES, 
OMING like a fresh, cooling wind 
€3 on a sultry night, Holman Day’s 
stories of the Maine border coun- 
try are doubly welcome these days, 
when we have had such a plethora of 
novels whose sole theme is the sex hunt, 
in its modern manifestation of swapping 
mates with the object of discovering the 
one “affinity.” 

Two Holman Day books recently pub- 
lished are “The Landloper; a Tale of the 
Open Road,’ and ‘“‘The Red Lane,” a’ 
romance of the border habitant country, 
in which the title is taken from the lo- 
cal nickname for that part of the bor- 
der between the United States and Can- 
ada where for the time being, smug- 
gling is going on most actively, the rev- 
enue officers. having been tricked into 
guarding other points. 

Holman Day is fond of the open road. 
and the woods and fields. The educated 
tramp, who has taken to the roads be- 
cause of some great disappointment or 
family trouble, a who loses his 
‘“grouch"’ and, by becoming interested 
in some great wrong he encounters, 
takes up life’s activities once more, is a 
favorite character with him. 

In “The Landi6éper” such a man is the 
center of interest. His buried faculties 
come to light and he wins fame, for- 
tune and a charming wife, when he a@- 
lows his sympathies to be aroused in be- 
half of the children and the men and 
women of a factory town who are dying 
from typhoid as a result of a poisonous 
water system. He tries in vain to save 
the life of a child to whom hig affection 
has gone out. This failure nerves him 
into engaging in local politics, to de- 
stroy the gang and those back of it who 
have control of a state’s water system. 
In this fight he is ably helped by the 
pretty girl who afterward, having es- 
caped the toils of the villain of the 
story, becomes his wife. There are a 
‘number of quaint and odd characters in 
the story that furnish the necessary ele- 
ment of humor. 

“The Red Lane” is built on somewhat 
similar lines. It is a splendid picture 
of life on a border settlement whose peo- 
ple are of the old French Acadian stock. 
Highly melodramatic are both these 
tales, but sweet and wholesome. Mr. Day 
evidently believces in the good, old-fash- 
loned way ofthe one man and the one 
maid, who may have a strenuous court- 
ship and, by feason of the hostility-or 
wickedness or others, may achieve theiv 
goal with great difficulty, but who 
then will live happily, because they are 
devoted to duty as well as to love. 

In short, the Holman Day stories have 
more decent people in them than most 
romances of the period. They might be 
sneered at by the decadent as improbable 
and. a little crude, not in art but in sen- 
timent, For they glorify self-sacrifice, 
honesty and purity. Dickens, we believe, 
would have found delight in them. (Har- 
pers.)

CITY PLANNING. 
MERICAN cities, like Topsy, have 
A suet growed,”’ They were not 
planned. The result is that our 
cities, as a rule, are ugly and unattrac- 
tive. Visitors ¢o this country never fall 
to remark on this. Judging the Amer- 
ican people by their cities, the yisitors 
from abroad concluded long ago that 
Americans are prosaic, that art has no 
appeal to them. Fortunately, a whole- 
some change has come of late. We are 
beginning to beautify our cities. Many 
cities have commissions whose business 
it is to do city planning. St. Léuis has 
such plans on hand now.
